Claims 1-14 are pending; claims 8 and 9 are withdrawn; claim 14 is cancelled; and claims 15-25 
are added. 

DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. In regards to claim 1, Miwa's diaphragm mechanism "wrings" a number of "gobos" to 
obtain various size openings - see [0005]-[0007]. Claims 5 and 13 of Miwa imply that the 
wringing action of the diaphragm can completely restrict the amount of light reaching the wafer 
24. Additionally, Miwa mentions a shutter that can be open and closed after positioning a wafer 
24 on a reticle 22, which can further shield, or prevent light from reaching, the wafer 24. 
Independent claims 10 and 13 of the application recite similar limitations. Applicant's arguments 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive; therefore, this rejection is made FINAL. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 15-24 are allowed over the prior art. Specifically, the reference does not teach 
allowing the exposure light to enter the reticle and all of the plural optical elements during 
standby mode.
